‘ Wh en th e water recedes and 
th e dead are taken from under 
th e debris and wreckage cast up 
bv th e storm, th e total number 
wh o perish ed in th is 
disaster,

section (Lake Okeech obee)

number at least 1,5000" Gover­ 
nor Martin said. 
With ch urch es turned into re­ 
fugee relief quarters, congrega­ 
tions will gath er tomorrow

At the comer of Bou rb on 
and 
Bienville street, in the historic 
Vieu x Carre o 
New 
Orleans, 
stands America’s oldest saloon, 
v/eatherworn and awaiting con­ 
version into a cab aret, 
antiqu e 
shop or a grocery store. 
The two-story b rick b u ilding 
is known as the ‘ Old Ab sinthe 
Hou se” and has reached the age 
of 145 years. 
Su rrou nded b y nu merou s an­ 
tiqu e shops, 
stu dios, 
cab arets 
and other small shops su ch as 
compose most of the 
b u siness 
efforts of the old French qu ar­ 
ter. the Old Ab sinthe Hou se re­ 
mained tru e to tradition u ntil 
the 18th Amendment shu ttered 
its doors—so far as the sale of 
its renowned produ ct was con­ 
cerned. 
Several times since the advent 
of the Volstead amendment the 
old place b lossomed forth in an 
effort to regain its once famou s 
repu tation, b u t each time it has 
failed dismally. The last effort 
resu lted in an u nannou nced call 
of a squ adron of Uncle 
Sam’s 
dry sleu ths and the place soon 
Y/as made the victim of a pad­ 
lock. It recently was 
released 
after a year’s 
su b servience 
to 
the padlock b u t since then 
no 
one has b een fou nd to 
reopen 
the doors of the ancient land­ 
mark. 
The old b u ilding has remained 
in one family since it was ac­ 
qu ired shortly after its constru c­ 
tion. The heirs of 
Francisco 
Ju ncadella, a Spaniard, 
retain 
title to the saloon. 
In the confines of the Old Ab ­ 
sinthe Hou se, where thou sands 
of notab les have jou rneyed 
to 
view the ancient settings 
and 
to sign the yellowing 
register 
kept for visitors, are still to b e 
fou nd practically all the early 
period fixtu res, inclu ding 
old 
paintings and two ab sinthe drip­ 
pers. 
W ithin the walls of this b rick 
and concrete 
b u ilding 
many 
challenges to du els for 
minor 
infringements or insu lts 
were 
made and likewise many accept­ 
ed, the principals, with seconds 
arranged, repairing to the fam­ 
ou s du eling grou nds 
of 
City 
Park to settle their 
grievances 
with gu n and rapier. 
While the ancient b u ilding is 
still owned b y the Spanish heirs 
of the Ju ncadella 
family, 
the 
Vieu x Carre Association, formed 
for the pu rpose of perpetu ating 
and caring for the historic old 
French district, has charge 
of 
the stru ctu re.

WEATHER AND CRIMES 
Studies m ade in m any countries seem to in ­ 
dicate tha t 
tem perature has an 
effect on the 
num ber a*,d kind of crim e com m itted, and after 
an observance of six y ears on w eather condi­ 
tions affecting crim e, a report has been pub­ 
lished tha t is indeed interesting. 
The survey was m ade in New York and D en­ 
ver, w here varied clim ates and w eather condi­ 
tions prevail. 
The findings show tha t the n um ­ 
ber of arrests increased regularly w ith the rise 
of the m ercury , but a t 85 degrees crim es of vio­ 
lence began to decrease. 
Extrem ely hot w eath­ 
er m ay m ake a m an feel like fighting, but it also 
takes away the desire to put his inclination into 
action, the report shows. 
The survey shows tha t assault and battery , 
m urder and other crim es against m orals reach 
their m axim um in July and 
August, while in 
w inter they are on the downw ard grade.

sum m ed it up as follows: 
“In sum m er, people get out of the houses 
more, contacts are m ore num erous, the oppor­ 
tunities for disagreem ent are greater, and con­ 
sequently , there is a greater possibility of per­ 
sonal violence tha n in w inter.

hand, cold indirectly produces 
crim es against 
property by 
reason of the fact tha t in 
w inter 
econpmic need is greater, seasonal occupations 
are closed down and, therefore, money is scarce 
w ith w hich to buy the necessities of life.

tha n in the sum m er.”

choice in the matter. He’s dead 
just like thousands of other birds 
embalmed and laid out In a great 
series of trays enclosed in long 
lines of what look like electric re­ 
frigerators.

There are abbut 90 kinds of 
pachycephalas—-or 
thickheads 
but the one your correspondent 
went to see was of a kind which 
had never visited the museum be­ 
fore. 
He is called pachycephala 
nudigula, which means a thick­ 
head with a nude neck. His naked 
spot is not all neck, however; 
\t'& 
part throat and part chest which 
goes featherless and makes him 
different from all other thick­ 
heads.

IT IS not surprising if you have 
never seen a thickhead, for 
they are found only in the Malay 
archipelago and the one with the 
funny neck is known to exist only 
in the Sunda Islands. 
In appear­ 
ance it’s something like a shrake. 
Naturally, it was something of 
an event when the pachycephala 
nudigula came to Washington. 
The museum had heard that some 
European museum had two of 
them; it also found that it had du­ 
plicates of some rare Chinese bird 
which 
the 
European 
museum 


didn't have. So the two museum 
J ust swapped. 
Charles W. Richmond, the Na­ 
tional Museum's associate curator 
of birds, who knows about more 
than 20,000 kinds of birds, says 
that the term 
“ thickhead,” 
as 
used to describe this particular 
bird, has no relation to the pop­ 
ular understanding of the term.- 
That is, the thickhead probably is 
no dumber and no smarter than 
the average bird.

reputation, but each time it has 
failed dismally. The last effort 
resulted in an unannounced call 
of a squadron of Uncle Sam's 
dry sleuths and the place soon 
was made the victim of a pad- 
lock. It recently was 
released 


after a year's subservience to 
the padlock but since then no 
one has been found to reopen 
the doors of the ancient land- 
mark. 


The old building has remained 


in one family since it was ac- 
quired shortly after its construc- 
tion. The heirs of 
Francisco 


Juncadella, a Spaniard, retaiin 
title to the saloon. 


In the confines of the Old Ab- 


sinthe House, where thousands 
of notables have journeyed .to 
view the ancient settings and 
to sign, the yellowing 
register 


kept" for visitors, are still to be 
found practically all the early 
period fixtures, including 
old 


paintings and two absinthe drip- 
pers. 


Within the walls of this brick 


and concrete 
building many 


challenges to duels for minor 
infringements or -insults 
were 


made and likewise many, accept- 
ed, the principals, with seconds 
arranged, repairing to the fam- 
ous dueling grounds of City 
Park -to settle their grievances 
with gun and rapier. 


While the ancient building is 
still owned by the Spanish heirs 
of the Juncadella family, the 
Vieux Carre Association, formed 
for the purpose of perpetuating 
and caring for the historic old 
French district, has charge of 
the structure.

WEATHER AND CRIMES 


Studies made in many countries seem to in- 


dicate that temperature has an effect on the 
number and kind of crime committed, and after 
an observance of six years on weather condi- 
tions affecting crime, a report has been pub 
lished that is indeed interesting. 


The survey was made in New York and Den- 


ver, where varied climates and weather condi- 
tions prevail. The findings show that the num- 
ber of arrests increased regularly with the rise 
of the mercury, but at 85 degrees crimes of vio- 
lence began to decrease. Extremely hot weath- 
er may make a man feel like fighting, but it also 
takes away the desire to put his inclination into 
action, the report shows. 


The survey shows that assault 'and battery, 


murder and other crimes against morals reach 
their maximum in July and August, while hi 
whiter they are .on the downward grade. An 
expert along this line of investigation 
has 


summed it up as follows: 


"In summer, people get out of the houses 


more; contacts are more numerous; the oppor- 
tunities for disagreement are greater, and con- 
sequently, there is a greater possibility of per- 
sonal violence than in whiter. 
On the other 


hand, cold indirectly produces crimes against 
property by reason of the fact that in whiter 
econpmic '• need is greater, seasonal occupations 
are closed down and, therefore, money is scarce 
with which to buy the necessities of life. 
The 


temptations to steal are consequently greater 
than in the summer." 


"There is some evidence to support the 


theory that heat exerts an influence upon the 
action of the nervous system," Dexter said. 
Cloudy weather was found to be the freest from 
personal encounters due to the depressing in- 
fluence, of gloomy days. 
Dexter believes that

We 
have related the history of part 
of Peter's family and will briefly

early date! Silas Mauzy was 
born in Bourbon County, Ky., 
Feb. 1, 1797 and. died in.
